STRINGTOWN, Okio. (AP) - inmates at an 
overcrowded state prison held three guards 
hostage Saturday following a fiery uprising 
that left one dormitory gutted und two others 
^ dumaged, officials said. One minrd and one_in^ 
mote were injured. 

Fight guurds were grabbed by 1 0 prisoners 
when the disturbance begun, but five hostages 
were relcused unharmed Saturduy and the 
others* were reported in good condition, said 
officials at the medium-security Mack Alford 
Correctional Center. 

The inmates, believed to be armed with 
crude knives, threatened to kill their hostages 


if authorities attempted u rescue, suid Jerry 
Mussic, spokesman fbMJy; stutc Department 
-of Corrections. 

"One inmate is keeping it going." said 
prison spokeswoman Anitu 'IYummell. “I think 
the inmates ore tired. We huve one lender. 1 

have been closed up." , 

The uprising began late Friduy after some 
inmates accused others of theft and threat- 
ened retaliation, authorities suid. A group of 
the inmutes was being prepured for transfer to 
n maximum -security prison when they seized 
hostages. 

"They released the (fifth) hostage in return 
for getting to La Ik to two specific negotiators," 


said Mnssie. He would not identify the nego- 
tiators. 

Officials said the inmates hud "a short list" 
of specific demands, bat refused to disclose 
whul they were. 

"I think their primary concern is for their

"We're fine- They're feeding us. They're Ink- 
ing care of us,” one hostage wus quoted us say- 
ing when inmates permitted him to make a 
telephone call.

Superintendent Neuman Matson said the levy would 
replace one that is expiring. This money is put in a re- 
serve fund to cover those expenses that cannot be paid 
from the regular maintenance and operations fund in 
the budgot, he said.

In experiments conducted in 1984 and 1985, soil scientist Mel 
r Brown-determined that irrigation times could be cut in half o'n slop- — - 
ing bean fields where a pound of straw was spread in every 100 feet 
of furrow.

Romanko said "premium” hay usually is worth up to $30 more per 
ton than "good” hay, which in turn, brings in up to $20 more per ton 
than “fair” hay. 

Samples of first-cutting hay are dispatched to laboratories for test- 
ing. Five weekly analyses can cover a field from maturation until it 
reaches "poor” quality,
